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21—95.14(203,203C) Civil penalty payment. A civil penalty shall be paid within 30 days from the
date that an order or judgment for the penalty becomes final. In an administrative assessment, the order
is not final until all judicial review processes are completed. In a judicial assessment, the judgment is
not final until the right of appeal is exhausted.

A person who fails to timely pay a civil penalty shall pay, in addition to the penalty, interest at the
rate of one and one-half percent on the unpaid balance of the assessed penalty for each month or part of
a month that the penalty remains unpaid.

Moneys collected in civil penalties through settlement or administrative or judicial proceedings shall
be deposited in the general fund of the state.
